NOTES AND COMMENT. 


The U.F.A, demands freedom 
of speech and assembly for the 
unemployed, This would also 
appear to include complete 
freedom for advocates of viol- 
ence.

Any em- 
ployer of labor will avoid the 
labor lawyer if he possibly can.

laborers. If it could be shown 


that any good was accomplish- 
ed by permitting the interrup- 
tion of work by keeping this 
class around they might be 
tolerated, but experience has 
shown emphatically that they 
are of no use to themselves or 
anyone else. The leaders who 
get atthe head of the unem- 
ployed, usually because of ver- 
bal ability, are just as danger 
ous to the community if allow- 


ed to goto any lengths un-| 
checked, Freedom of speech 
is a fine thing and is enjoyed to 


a sufficiently grent extent in 
thix country. When it is used 
to promote violence it shvuld 
Ge withdrawn. 


Change in Wheat 
Pool Policy 


Following a meeting of the 
delegates of the Alberta wheat 
pool the board of directors an- 
nounce amodification of the 
growers’ contract and a new 
policy of operation effective 
from July 16, 1931, to the end 
of the present contract covering 
the marketing of the crops of 
1931 and 1932. 

Every pool member will be 
given the option: 

(1) Of delivering his wheat 
on poo! basis, accepting the pre 
vailing initial payment, and 
participating in any future pay- 
ments which may accrue from 
the pooling thereof; or 

(2) Of disposing of his grain 
under any of the methods pro- 
vided by the Canada Grain Act 
and obtaining full currrnt mar- 
ket price for same, Any por- 
tion of a member's grain may 
be pooled or any portion sold 
outright for cash, 

The new policy comes into 
effect immediately and mem- 
bers are now at liberty to select 
the above-mentioned options 
for the disposal of any grain 
from the 1930 crop which has 


delivered by pool members 
either for pooling or for im. 
mediate sale during the 1931 
crop year, Satisfactory arran- 
gements have been agrced upon 
with the government of Al- 
berta for the re payment over 
a period of years of the 1929 
over-payment, This makes it 
possible for the Alberta pool to 
carry on this year without 
taking deductions for same 
from the 1931 crop, 

The extremely low price of 
grain together with the urgent 
need for cash throughout the 
country makes it imperative 
that the grower get every 
possible cent for his product, 
hence the decision not to take 
deductions, 

The desirability of growers 
delivering every possible bushel 
of grain to pool elevators is 
emphasized in view of the fact 
that members have invested 
over eight million dollars in 
these facilities and have built 
up an efficient elevator system. 
In order to secure fuil advan- 
tage of the earning capacity of 
this system, it becomes neces 
sary to pass through it the 
largest possible volume of grain. 
The policy of service under 
which the Alberta pool elevator 
system is operated eliminates 
any possibility of excessive 
revenue which might be collect- 
ed were the system operated 
for profit. It will be obvious 
that the greater the volume 
handled through pool elevators 
the smaller the cost per bushel. 

The Coarse Grains Pool will 
not be operated this year but 
coarse grains will be handled 
by the puol elevator system on 
a commercial basis, full cash 
payment being made for same 
as during tbe past year, 


Note Amendment 
Noxious Weeds Act 


To the Public; 

Your attention is directed to the 
1931 amendment: to the Noxious 
Weeds Act, 1929, Chaptes 4, Statutes 
of Alberta: 

“Section 4 thereof by striking out 
subsection (3) thereof and substituting 
therefor the following.” 

(3) Every owner or occupant 
in an Improvement District or 
a Municipal District shall des- 
troy all noxious weeds or weed 
seeds on the area between the 
boundaries of his land and the 
centre line of all contiguous 
roads or road allowances. 


I am glad to note that many of the 
farmers in the district are giving the 
matter of weed destruction the atten- 
tion it deserves and I wish to thank 
these farmers for the interest they 
have shown and the splendid example 
they have set. 

However, there are others who 
have inadvertently or otherwise ne- 
glected their weeds and to these Iam 
appealing with the view of awakening 
to the importance of taking immediate 
action.

In April and May, 
the percentage of hides that 
were “grubby” ran as high as 45 or 
50 per cent. Dr. Graham states that 


more grubby hides are found on 
western range stock than on other 
cattle and that the percentage is 
10 per cent greater on steers than on 
cows. One tanner gave his opinion 
that 95 per cent. of Canadian hides 
showed the unsightly scars of pres- 
ent or previous infestations. 

The warble fly grub, hatched out 
from eggs laid on the legs of cattle, 
work their way through the skin, 
thence to the gullet and eventually 
out through the animal's back. They 
leave holes which gradually close! 
but always result in a permanent 
scar which reduces the quality of the 
leather. 

Hundreds of holes caused by grubs 
have been counted in a single hide. 
The area affected is limited to about 
10 per cent of the hide, or 4 square 
feet, but is the best part for the pro- 
duction of leather. Samples of leather 
made from affected hides submitted 
to the Research Laboratories have 
the appearance of having been rid- 
dled by gun shot. 


Losses from the warble fly have 
reached such proportions and re- 
medial measures have been developed 
which are satisfactory that the 
tanning industry through the Nation- 
al Research Council's Associate Com- 
mittee on Leather has urged a con- 
certed and determined effort at era- 
dication. The Dominion Department 
of Agriculture is taking special 
action. Dr. Graham's estimate of 
losses incurred is being made avail- 
able to this department and the other 
agencies concerned.

That the problem of eradication is 
by no means insuperable is indicated 
by the experience of Dean A. M. 
Shaw at the farm of the University 
of Saskatchewan at Saskatoon. For 
some years regular treatment has 
been applied, with the result that at 
present it is stated that probably not 
over a dozen warble fly grubs are 
found annually in all the cattle.

Cutworm losses in the areas af- 
fected this year will be heavier in 
1932 unless exceptionally heavy rain- 
falls occur is the prediction of the 
Dominion laboratories at Lethbridge. 
At the same time the entomologists 
prophesy that areas lightly affected 
this year will suffer greater losses 
next year. 

The department suggests that 
farmers set the worms to work clear- 
ing out Canada thistle ‘and other 
weed patches by working those lands 
between July 25 and September 7, 
when the cutworm eggs are laid, 
Clean land should not be touched be- 
tween those dates, the authorities 
state, as the worms work only in 
loose soils.

The biggest population ever record- 
ed for Great Britain—and the lowest 
birth rate in the last 50 years—are 
features of the preliminary report of 
the registrar-general, dealing particu- 
larly with England and Wales, follow- 
ing the census of April 26 last. 

The population of Great Britain on 


census day was 44,790,485. The 
population of England and Wales 
; 39,947,931, and of this figure there 

were 20,809,087 females to 19,138,844 
males. 

The total population rate—685 
;persons to the square mile {sg 
higher than in any country recorded, 
with the probable exception of 
Belgium. 


| But the country now ranks lower 


than any other except Sweden in the 
birth rate. Births registered were 6,- 
930,000, compared with 8,281,000 in 
the previous census. 

| “Despite the fact that the marriage 
rate has been well maintained, partic- 
ularly at the younger ages at which 
the bulk of births occur,” says the re- 
port, “and despite the further fact 
the exceptional post-war spurt in the 
birth rate itself had only just passed 
{ts maximum at the beginning of the 
decennium, the total births registered 
are 1,250,000 fewer than in the pre- 
ceding period, which covered the war 
years, when 


the birth rate sank to 

levels never before recorded. 
“The full significance of the fall 
will bs but dimly appreciated for 
many years. Any temporary satis- 


faction felt in the reduction of the 
number of unproductive mouths to be 
filied during the present period of 
'economic stress must sooner or later 
be qualified by realization of the more 
profound secular issues involved.” 

As a partial set-off against the de- 
cline in births the deaths registered 
were more than 500,000 fewer than in 
j either of the two preceding ten-year 
periods.

BY COMMONS 


Ottawa, Ont...The amendment of 
Rt. Hon, Mackenzie King, moved on 
third reading of the bill to create 
a tariff board, was defeated in the 
House of Commons by 34 votes. 

The vote stood: For the amend- 
ment, 51; against, 85. 

As soon as the result of the divi- 
sion was declared, Hon, Ernest La- 
pointe, former minister of justice, 
moved the six months’ hoist to the 
bill. This motion was declared lost 
without a registered vote. 

The bill then received third read- 
ing. 

Ottawa, Ont.Liberal and Conser- 
vative leaders clashed once more on 
the old battleground of tariff princi- 
ples. Asserting that the tariff policy 
of the government, as exemplified in 
changes of duty provided for in the 
budget, would bring about a condition 
of stagnation in Canada’s trade, Rt. 
Hon. Mackenzie King, opposition 
leader, criticized the government pro- 
posals. 

This was not a time for experi- 
ments warned the Liberal leader. 
The trend of the world today was 
in the direction of lower tariffs; high 
tariffs had been tried and found 
wanting, and nations were turning 
back to moderate duties, 

Canada was confronted with an 
exrtemely grave situation, retorted 
Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, Prime Minis- 
ter. Depressed conditions through- 
out the world were forcing nations to 
adopt extreme measures, Dumping of 
goods into an unprotected Canadian 
market might mean the extinction of 
industries of Canada engaged in the 
manufacture of those commodities. 
This the government proposed to pre- 
vent. 

The House of Commons was en- 
gaged in consideration of the most 
contentious piece of legislation re- 
maining on the order paper when 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. King spoke. 

The customs tariff resolution, im- 
plementing approximately 200 chang- 
es in duties on imported goods, was 
under discussion. This resolution, the 
most important of those’ broughé 
down in the budget, contains material 
for lengthy debate. The lateness of 
the session, however, may militate 
against long discussion. 

The prime minister gave examples 
of the dumping practices which thm 
government proposed to prohibit. A 
foreign manufacturer was attempt- 
ing to introduce safety pins into the 
Canadian market. Consequently he 
sold a ring of 144 graduated safety 
pins for five cents. By so doing he 
threatened the life of a Montreal in- 
dustry, also manufacturing safety 
pins, and employing 50 Canadians. 
Should the government stand by and 
see the Canadian firm destroyed, ask- 
ed the prime minister. 

The House, in committee of ways 
and means, finally got down to consid- 
ering the various changes in duty 


provided for in the budget. The Aus- 
tralian treaty has not yet been 
brought down, and consequently 4 


number of items affected by that 
pact are standing over. 

The first tariff item taken up pro- 
vides a duty of 20 cents per bushel 
under the intermediate tariff on In- 
dian corn, under the general tariff 
the duty is 25 cents, while it comes 
in free under the British preference. 

Hon. J. L. Ralston (Lib., Shel- 
burne-Yarmouth), led a series of pro- 
tests against this impost. In the 
Maritime Provinces alone, approxi- 
mately 700,000 bushels of corn were 
imported each year for use as poul- 
try feed. Col. Ralston was support- 
ed by opposition members from Brit- 
ish Columbia, who claimed that the 
poultry raising industry there re- 
quired corn, 

Sympathy From Britain
